The address is correct now, except for the country. Rijeka is 
now in the country of Croatia, not Yugoslavia. 


Do NOT put "Yugoslavia" or "former Yugoslavia" on the address, as 
this may route it through Belgrade, and you are highly unlikely 
to then get the card through to Croatia.

>1. Where is 9A? 


See above. It is Croatia. Other new prefixes for new countries of ex-YU: 


S5 for Slovenia, T9 for Bosnia-Herzegovina, Z3 for Macedonia. 
>2. Is YU2DW's address still the same as listed in the 1987 callbook? 


I don't have a callbook handy; someone should look 
it up for you in a '92 or ‘93 callbook, also under YU2DW, as 
the callbook has been PAINFULLY SLOW in updating prefixes. 


>3. How is direct QSL'ing to Yugoslavia like these days, given the 
>instability in that area? Should I try? 


This is NOT direct QSL'ing to Yugoslavia, but to Croatia. It is 
now a different country. 


While there is still serious fighting -- and potential for much 

more severe fighting -- in parts of Croatia, there are other parts 

of the country that are quiet where mail is working fine. I believe 
that Rijeka is pretty close to the Slovenian border, and I would guess 
that mail is working fine. My mail recently went through to Split 

and Zagreb, also in Croatia. 


Not that you asked, but direct QSL-ing to Slovenia, another new 
country from ex-YU, works fine -- the mail service is very good, and there 
is no fighting there (a short war ended more than 2 years ago) 


There is no mail service in and out of Bosnia-Herzegovina because 
of the horrible war going on there. 


As far as I know, there is still 

mail service to Yugoslavia proper -- now just Serbia and Montenegro. 
However, because of the strict UN embargo on Yugoslavia (because of 

its support for the horrific campagin of "ethnic cleansing" in Bosnia), 

I think it highly unwise to attempt to send a "green stamp" (i.e. return- 
postage money) into Yugoslavia. I have no information about Macedonia.

more plus over 2 dozen FM transmitters, plus commercial two-way up there...) 
Wilson is over 5k feet high, yet the NBC and ABC outlets (4 and 7) 

have towers over 600' high, and CBS (ch 2) has a 1,000 foot tower.

I asked for a statement from LARC President Jim Kelly, KK3K, about LARC's 
complaint against the ARRL. His reply follows ...

Subject: LARC vs ARRL 


Hello Everyone, 


Don (WB6LYI) has received a number of very supportive E-Mail messages from 
hams in response to his posting of a general LARC informational message to 
several ham newsgroups on the Internet. 


The support we're receiving proves that there are many fair-minded hams 
who do not support discrimination against gays. Some of them are even 
willing to go to bat for us with their ARRL officials! 


We have done two things to get us to this point. First, we've challenged 
the discrimination directed at us from within the hobby. Second, we've 
done so in a public manner. It's important to realize that people can't 
help us if they don't know about us, who we are, and what problems we're 
encountering. Therefore, we must continue to be forthright and public in 
our determination to be treated in a fair and just manner. We can't go 
wrong as long as we tell the truth and seek justice. That's the reason why 
the ARRL has been silent about LARC for eight years now. They can't easily 
defend an unfair and unjust policy. 


I think a recap of our situation with the ARRL might be useful at this 
time since some individuals have asked what we are seeking. 


Basically, we are seeking an agreement on the part of the ARRL to end the 
discriminatory practices directed at LARC, adoption and publication of a 
corporate non-discriminatory policy which includes sexual 

minorities, recognition on their part that their past discriminatory practices 
have hurt our organization, and a willingness on their part to work with 

our club to repair the damage done to our organization and help us grow 
consistent with the ARRL mission to promote amateur radio. 


It is important to note that our discrimination complaint remains pending 
because the ARRL has not agreed to cease discriminatory practices against 
LARC, in fact, they deny that they have discriminated against LARC. The 
ARRL has said that they believe our complaint is moot since they have 
agreed to run an ad which LARC submitted in 1991. However, LARC has no 
guarantee that this decision would not be reversed and our ad once again 
removed from the pages of QST. The Connecticut Commission on Human Rights 
and Opportunities investigator has indicated, contrary to the statement 
of ARRL officials, that the case is not moot. 


LARC stands ready, as we have since 1985, to work with the ARRL for the 
betterment of amateur radio. However, there is no place in amateur radio 
for discrimination of any kind. We are prepared to negotiate a settlement 
to our discrimination complaint. However, the ARRL has been silent on this 
issue for eight years and has thus far not indicated a willingness to 
negotiate, renounce past discriminatory policies, or work with LARC to 
promote amateur radio. Until such time as the leadership of the League 


recognizes their obligation to renounce their past discriminatory policies 
and practices once and for all, and return to spirit of their motto "Of, by 
and for the radio amateur" including all amateurs, gay and straight, LARC 
will continue to seek justice and fair treatment in the State of 
Connecticut and in the court of public opinion.
